‘Raymond a month ago. These latter 
Were strong partisans of Ald. 
“Johnny” Powers. Powers and 
D’Andrea often clashed politically and 
threats were frequent among their 
adherents. 

D’Andrea’s name was mentioned in | 


connection with the deaths of Labriola 
and Raymond but he was prompt to 
deny any knowledge of the murders. 
A. number of arrests have been made 
in connection with the Labriola and 
Raymond cases. As a result of these 
arrests it has been a matter of com- 
mon gossip, the police say, that the 
feud would not end save in the death of 
@ higher up on the D’Andrea faction. 


Brother Was a Victim. 


Not only D’Andrea’s political activ- 
fties but his energetic management of 
Jabor affairs are said to be involved in 
the latest shooting which laid low the 
leader himself. D'Andrea succeeded 
his brother as head of the hgd carriers’ 
union. His brother, Joseph D’Andrea, 
was shot and killed mysteriously sev- 
eral years ago. 

On Feb. 12 a bomb was exploded in 
@ D'Andrea political meeting at 854 
Blue Island avenue. A few of those 
attending were slightly injured. D’An- 
drea ascribed this attempt upon his 
life to the desire for vengeance by his| 
opponents. -

The affected spot is not sore 
nor does not swell, but lightning pains 
strike the spot every few minutes for & 
period of six to ten hours, then I may 
go for several days and when the pains 
appear again they are at another piace. 
Is there any cure for these pains, and 
if the trouble should be hardening of the 
arteries can anything be done other than 
to keep the blood thin?”

MAKING SOY BEAN FLOUR, 


W. P, K. writes: “A few days ago 
you printed a letter from W. CC. V. ask- 
ing where soy bean flour could be ob- 
tained for diabetics. I have solved the 
problem by buying the soy beans and 
grinding them myself. I get the beans 
from some of the grocers or by writing to 
the college of agriculture and asking for 
the address of some one who has such 
beans to sell. I buy the beans at 5 to 
10 cents a pound and grind enough at 
one time to last for a week or two. This 
effects a great saving, as I used to have 
to pay 75 cents a pound for flour sold 
by manufacturers of foods for diabetics. 
I do the grinding with a small) hand mill 
which cost me $3. Such a cereal mill 
can be purchased through almost any 
hardware dealer. A good strong coffee 
mill, I understand, will do the business, 
but perhaps will not grind the flour so 
fine as a mill made especially to grind 
cereals.”’

THE CARELESS AUTOIST. 

Chicago, May 5.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
3ne.]—There is a state law which pro- 
vides that every motor vehicle while in 
use on the public highways of this state 
must be provided with good and sufficient 
also with a suitable bell, 
horn, or other signal device. 

Insuring as we do several thousand au- 
tomobiles in the city of Chicago, we have 
had considerable opportunity to ascer- 
tain whether automobile owners are com- 
plying with the above statute. We find 
that at least 25 per cent of the motor 


vehicles in use in Chicago are not 
“equipped with good and _ sufficient 
brakes.” 


The car owners neglect to renew their 
brake linings, with the result that the 
car cannot be stopped within a short 
distance in an emergéncy, and accidents, 
very frequently involving the death of 
pedestrians and very often collision with 
other objects, are the invariable result. 

With the aetrict enforcement of the 
* good and sufficient brakes” law there 


would be a considerable reduction im the 
number of accidents in the city of Cy. © 
cago, and I respectfully urge that alcam. _ 
paign be instituted looking towar@ the © 
enforcement of such a law. : ;

proximately 13,000 postoffices of the 
first, second, and third classes, the 
President authorized the selection of | 
any one of the first three on the eligi- | 
ble Ust as determined by open compe-_ 
tition examinations. 

Under and order of President Wilson | 
the executive could exercise no such 
choice, but was required to appoint the | 
applicant standing at the head of the) 
list. 


new arrangement was made to permit 
such elements as business training and 
experience to figure in the selection 
and would not stake the choice merely 
on “a cloistered, scholastic examina- 
tion which might result in a high 
grade in theory, but not a guaranty of 
efficiency in fact.” 

The President also pointed out that 
a choice among the first three already 
is permitted for fourth class postmast- 
erships under permanent civil service 
regulations as fixed by law. 

He expressed the hope that congress 
would extend these permanent regula- 
tions to all postmasterships by bring- 
ing them under the classified civil 
service. 

Today's action was the first impor- 
tant step taken by the new administra- 
tion in regard to the general problem 
of patronage, and is understood to 
have been decided on after extended 
conferences between the President, 
Postmaster General Hays, and other 
high administration officials.

More Find Employment. 

The increase in employment has 
been steady since New Years, but, as 
the employers’ association points out, 
“it has taken four months to re 
employ the men who were laid off dur- 
ing the last week in December.” 

At present there are about as many 
men with jobs in the city as there 
were Dec. 21, 1920, and at that time 
had been in precipitate 
progress ever since Oct. 1.

| EXCHANGE BREAK | 
IN ARGENTINA; 
DOLLAR HIT: 


BUENOS AIRES, May 10.—The most 
violent fluctuations in foreign exchange in 
many years occurred today, throwing the 


state of panic. Telegraphic quotations 
on the American dollar fell from 1.49 to 
1.22 with swift ups and downs, but later 
retovered and closed at 1.49. 

Other foreign moneys suffered corre- 
sponding fluctuations. It was reported 
the immediate cause was the action of. 
one bank in throwing £200,000 sterling 
into the market. The disturbance was 
accompanied by rumors that the govern- 
ment contemplated releasing gold for ex- 
port, and that “financial disturbances 
were going on in New York.” .
